A Finlander Has Ove of His Legs Torn off 
in # Threshing Cyloder. 

A shocking accident recently occurred 
atthe farm of Mr. George Gunn, one 
mile westof Dugald, by which a Finiand- 
er, Victor Ostrom by name, was so badly 
injured that death resulted in afew hours. 
The pariiculars of the affair show tha. 
no one wasto blame for the accident. 
There was some little thing went wrong 
with the engine just at start- 
ing time the other morning, and in the 
delay tne men gashered around the fire, 
and when finally a start wae made, the 
two Finlanders who were workicg on 
the same stack. madea rush for their 
places. There was a ladder lying near, 
but it would require to be lifted and was 
disregarded, the men choosing to mount 
the stack in the usual way by means of 
the table. Ostrom slipped, owing t> the 
frost which covered the table, worn 
emooth by the sheaves, and one of his 
legs went straight into the cylinder, re- 
volving at fifteen hundred revolu.ions a 
minute. The result was horrible to see, 
forin an instant his leg was torn com 
pletely from his body at the hip. The 
unfortunate man was carried tothe house 
and the protruding arteries tied. <A bed 
was placed ina light rig and the man 
brought as quickly as possible to the Si. 
Boniface huspital. The appearance of 
the wound was terrible, witn the flesh 
ali torn and the nerves and arteries hang- 
ing several incheg, the whole mixed with 
straw and shreds of clothing. Ostrom 
died a couple of hcurs after reathing the 
hospital. He lived much longer than 
would an ordinary man. 

The deceased and the companion who 
wae with him at the timeof the accident, 
worked forsome months in the mines at 
Rat Portage. They were about four 
years out from Finiand, and most of that 
period having been in and near Daluth.

A SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


A New Metal in Demand, 

French inventiona frequently cal! into 
use natural producte whicc had preyivus- 
ly po sessed no practical value. This is 
illustrated by the rare metal, thorium, 
discovered by the great chemist. Bere- 
zelious, early in the present century. 
When burned the metai emits a lignt 
more brilliant than that of burning mag 
nesium, but until the recent invention of 
incandescent gas burnera, in which the 
tiame is encased in a metallic mantle, no 
use was discovered for, it. Upon experi- 
menting with various substances it was 
found thatthe oxide of thorium, called 
thoria, makes the best mantie for such 
burners, and a demand being thus creat- 
ed for it, the value of thoria suddenly 
eprang from almost nothing to $250 per 
pound. Then asearch began for new 
sources from which thoria can be ob- 
tained, and this search is not yet finish- 
ed. Orininally the new metal was found 
only in certain rare minerals in Nor- 
way. Recently it has teen discovered 
that the mineral ‘‘monazite” contains a 
liberal quantity of thoria, and monazite 
is founc in North Carolina, Canada ani 
Brazil, The price of thoria ig now much 
lower than it wes at first, althongh it 
still commands $15 or $20 and even more 
per pound, the pice fuctuating with the 
supply.

Fiax Should be a Most Important Factor 
With Manitoba Farmers. 


A little pamphlet written by William 
Saunders, the director of the Canadian 
}-xperimental Farme, and published by 
the Canadian department of agriculture, 
gives some facts about the cultivation of 
flax over the border, says the New York 
“un, that will prove of no little interest 
to the farmers of the United States It 
appears that tlax growing suddenly he- 
came very popular in Manitoba atter the 
the crop of isU4 was harvested. The 
crop of flaxseed that year in the United 
States was poor—7 500.000 bushels pro- 
danced, and the price at the Caicago mar- 
ket rose as high as $150a bushel. So 
the Manitoba market rate was from $1.15 
to £1.25, the dutv on flaxseed brought 
over the lime to the United States being 

20 cents at nneb el, At $].15the Manitoba 
farmers made a good profit, aithough the 
yield from 20,000 acres averaged but 12 
bushels per acre. Next year the Mani- 
tobans sowed S2 500 acres. and ar not 
ess than 1) bushels to the acre—1,29],- 

34 bushels all told. Meantime. how- 
ever, dollar and a half tlax seed had 
stimulated the imagination of the Yan- 
kee farmers alsoand the Yankee produce 
rose from the seven and a half millicn 
bushels of 18°} to over 14 000.000 bushels 
in 1895.

the farmers were b-tter off than when 
growing wheat, 80 that a area devoted 
to flax seed is not like!y to shrink much. 

While fax was cultivated in Manitoba 
ex lasive ly forthe seed, the farmers of 
Ontario devoted from 12,000 to 15.000 
acres to it chiefly forthe tibre. This is 
dne to the fact that for more than thirty 


years big mills have been established at 
Baden for working ap all ‘lax products. 
The produc: of seed in western On- 
tario in 158%5 _ not exceed 

2)000 bushels while the Baden 
mills ground up:ver 45 0.000 in the pro- 
duction of linseed oil, And it is worth 


noting that in the year of scarcit ty—I8° ‘4 
—these mills found it more protitabie to 
go allthe way tothe Argentine Republic 
for the seed they needed—1,000 tons— 
than to buy inthe United States. 

There are from ferty to forty-five 
sentching rmill!:—that is, mulls to take 
the linen tiore from the tlax etalk—in 
western Ontario each of which can handie 
the produ -t of between 50 to 60 acres, 
fhe yield of (lax straw nsually rans from 
3,000 to 3.500 Ibs, to the acre, but many 
good farmers obtain from two to three 
tons t They receive $10 per 
ton for the dried straw, sel] ug the seed 
with the straw.

The Ottawa Indians Settle ap Old Scores 
With the Chippewas. 

State Game and Fish Warden, Chas. §. 

Osborne, of Sault Ste. Marie, Mich, tells 


the story ofa raid made by the Ottawa 


Indians a fortnight ago on their arcient 
enemies the Chippewas. near the mouth 
of St. Mary’s river. 

It appears that at daylight on the 
morning of Wednesday, Sept. 16, the 
slumbers of the inhabitants of Potaga- 
nissing, on Drummond Island, were sud- 
denly broken by a succession of shrill 
terrifying war whoops, ac companied by 
the roar of emall arms. Oa emerging 
f.om the wigwamea and shanties they 
discovered a large party cf Indian war- 
riore inthe bay. There were about five 

hundred of them in birch bark eanoes. 
The ifivaders presented a startling ap- 
pearance, their naked bodies being dec- 
orated with red, black, and green piz- 
ments. Some were barefooted, others 
wore moccasins, but eli hed their heads 
adorned with a profusion of feathers. 
They were armed with guns, revolvers, 
hatchets and knives. and kept up a con- 
stant fusilade of bu!!ats. 

Some of the island inhabitants took to 
the woods, while others rushed back into 
their loz houses, and barricaded the 
doors. By the time the invaders landed 
the peaceable Indians were all under 
cover. The attacking party kept up 
their firing and yelling without running 
too greatarisk. They banged away at 
the windows with their guns, hur'ed 
stonesat the doors, threw down and 
burned the birch bark wizwams, stole 
everything of value they could poasibly 
carry away, and demolished what they 
could not take with them, «ven destroy- 
ing crope of potatoes in several places. 
Aithough nobody in the houses ‘go rs 
bodily injury, it was not the fault of th 
invaders, several narrow escapes she 
recorded. 

Although badly handicapped and 
greatly frightened by the euddennes: of 
the attack the besieged inhabitants kept 
the raiders away from their immediate 
vicinity bya few well directed shots. 
Three of the canoes finally started ont of 
the bay with their loads, and the last 
one was being tilled, all the remaining 
members of the attacking party, save 
one, whe conid not resist the temptation 
to continue the work of destruction. 
Finally he started for the canoe, and as 
he was pas:ing one of the houses, he re- 
ceived # caarge of buckshot in tne abdo- 
men, makinga terrible wound. However, 
the Indian succeeded in reacoing the 
canoe, into which he fell. Toe craft 
was then pushed off from the shore, ard 
the party, afier holding a brief council, 
yut orf tor the Canadian side. 

The invaders belonged to the Ottawa 
tribe, which is scattered throughout 
Lower Canada. The party came from 
the Georgian Bay country, and, as after 
wards learned, landed at Pilot Harbor on 
the south side of Drammond Island. 
Back of Potaganissing, which is on the 
other side of the tsland, isa small friyer, 
nia chain of three lakes,two of which 
are connected by a smal! stream. the 
third lake being about half a mile 
listant from the second and isolated. 
The Ottawas had portaged to the third 
lake from. Pilot harbor, a distance of 
about two miles, and ther«2 to the other 
lakes, coming down the river in their 


cances. The country through which 
they travelled is an unhabited wilder- 


ness as far asthe mouth ofthe Potaga- 
niseing, where there is a small Indian 
settlement. In former years a large 
number of Chippewas made this place 
their headquarters. 

The Chippewas had no trouble in de- 
termining the reason of theattack, which 
Was more inthe nature ofa reconnvitre. 
Bad blood has existed between the two 
vations for many years, dating from the 
time of a big battie in which the Ottawas 
were worsted. From remarks dropped

again by robbers. Une passenger, Wm.

When the crash came he drew a 
single barrelled pisto! from his pocket 
and in the presence of a car full of terri- 
tied passengere took hie own life, sending 
a builet into hisbrain.
